Jack Bauer and Belmont Cragin resident Jefferson Burns have at 
least one thing in common. 

While the “24” super agent sacrifices 
sleep to catch the world’s most dangerous 
criminals, Burns skips out on shut-eye to 
keep up with his favorite TV shows — the 
Fox serial drama included. One season, 
he watched all 24 hourlong episodes of 
the show in a single sitting. 

Call it binge viewing. With the trend 
of watching TV shows via DVD or down- 
loads showing no signs of letting up —TV 
on-disc packages did about $1.9 billion in 
sales last year, according to trade publi- 
cation Home Media Magazine’s market 
research— it’s becoming easier to get 
seriously lost in your favorite episode 
of “Lost”— or any other drama for that 
matter. 

The New York Times last month even 
posed the question: How much is too 
much? Five episodes at a time? How 
about taking in a 13-episode season of 
“Mad Men,” which returned for a third 
season last Sunday, in one sitting? When 
is it a problem? 

If a habit is in anyway controlling one’s 
life or prohibiting daily life activities, it 
qualifies as an addiction, according to 
Chicago-based clinical therapist Oren Matteson. 

During the fall months, or premiere season, Burns, who works 
full-time, estimates that watching shows on TV and online con- 
sumes more than 70 hours of his week, commercials included. 
He sometimes splurges with full-day marathons. In addition to 
“24,” he has run through “Mad Men” and “The Wire,” two all- 
time favorites of his. 

“I think I’m obsessive,” Burns said. “I can tell you that.” 

As for that “24” marathon he conducted a few years ago? 
Perhaps a step too far, even for him. 

“I don’t advise that for people,” he said. “You get kind of batty 
around 3, 4 in the morning without any sleep.” 

On the flip side is “Lost” fan Kay Guebert, 27, of Andersonville, 
who watches the show when it airs instead of waiting for the

DVDs. To add to her viewing experience, she invites over friends 
and other fanatics of the ABC series for a viewing party— or 
sometimes a full-on potluck— every Wednesday night. 

“It’s kind of funny, because people always talk about how tele- 
vision isolates people — that a lot of people who are lonely almost 
befriend their televisions,” Guebert said. “‘Lost’ is definitely a 
social event for me. I don’t usually have people over to my house 
that often. ... It’s an excuse for a bunch of friends to get together 
every week and drink some beer and watch TV” 

Gord Lacey, founder of tvshowsondvd.com— which allows 
registered users to vote for the programs they’d like to see on 
DVD — says the writers and producers of TV’s most popular 
programs know what they’re doing to get viewers hooked. By 
plugging in cliffhangers to shows both tense and serialized in 


nature, the producers can intentionally craft their product to 
keep viewers tuned in, he said. 

“It’s really the shows where you have a continuing story {that 
are most addicting},” Lacey said. “With something like ‘24’ or 
‘Lost,’ all those shows end in cliffhangers, so you want to watch 
the next episode. It’s like, ‘But what happens next? I can’t just 
stop at one episode.’” 

“Beavis and Butt-Head” was one of the first shows to become 
available on disc in 1997, Lacey said, but it was the first season 
of “The X-Files,” released in 2000, that helped kick-start the 
market for at-home entertainment on demand. Lacey said going 
commercial-free via DVD and Blu-ray, in addition to those oh- 
so-well-constructed serial narratives, add fuel to the fire for any- 
one who might have a TV addiction. 
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Jefferson Burns, 29, is a TV fan. His weekday routine regularly 
entails watching TV from 3:30 p.m. until 11 p.m.

But it can’t be that simple. Can it? According to Robert 
Thompson, professor of TV and popular culture at Syracuse 
University, it can be. 

When the first season of “Mad Men” hit store shelves last 
July, Thompson said he steam rolled through all 13 episodes, 
pausing only by necessity— bathroom breaks, eating, etc. The 
equally addicting second season was released last month. 

“Watching a season of ‘24’ or ‘Lost’ is like falling down a hill,” 
he said. “Once somebody pushes you, and the episodes keep 
pushing you, you’ve got to keep rolling.”

Star struck

The scene: When Otoniel Michel 
rolled out brunch at his affordable 
BYOB near the Bucktown-Logan 
Square border three weeks ago, he 
went all in: Estrella Negras Mexican- 
leaning brunch menu is available six 
days a week. 

During the week, Michel caters to 
industry folks. (People who have big 
nights out on Mondays need break- 
fast tacos and strong coffee at noon 
the next day too.) Weekends bring a 
neighborhood crowd to the 
colorful, cozy dining 
room, where quirky 
touches abound. 

A Dia De 
Los Muertos 
theme works its 
way into much 
of the artwork 
that adorns the 
walls, and dishes are 
identified on the menu with 
symbols from the Spanish-language 


children's card game La Loteria, one of 
Michel's favorites when he was young. 
Breakfast burritos, for example, 
are designated el tambor (the barrel) 
because of their shape, while the el 
corazon (heart) card signifies tamales 
($6)— a tongue-in-cheek choice, since 
they're made here with egg and cho- 
rizo, making them one of the least 
heart-healthy items on the menu. 

The cuisine: Since Michel opened 
Estrella Negra in November, he's 
dropped io pounds — not exactly the 
expected result for someone who 
works around food all day 
—but he's eating from 
Estrella Negra's kitch- 
en, and that means 
plenty of organic 
ingredients and veg- 
etarian options. He's 
hooked on organic 
blue agave nectar, a natu- 
ral sweetener served atop 
whole wheat pancakes with sliced 
bananas ($8) on the brunch menu. He's

also eating less meat, an easy proposi- 
tion when items such as croissant 
breakfast sandwiches stuffed with gua- 
camole, goat cheese, cucumbers and 
greens ($6) are readily available. 

Those el tambor breakfast burritos, 
though, are just too tasty to be good 
for you. Spinach whole-wheat tortillas 
are filled out with house -made bean 
dip, mozzarella and spicy chorizo 
scrambled eggs ($8), then smothered 
in tangy salsa verde. (There’s also a 
vegetarian black bean, cheddar and 
egg version, $7.) Beware: The house- 
made salsa’s habit-forming. If you 


crave more, you're in luck. Michel 
plans to start selling it by the jar with- 
in the month. (The mango salsa served 
with the huevos rancheros, $7, will be 
available too.) 

For dessert or as an OJ alternative, 
reach for a smoothie ($5). A good eve- 
ning choice because of their potential 
as mixers, the thick fresh fruit drinks 
in flavors such as mango and pina 
colada also make for an icy morning 
pick-me-up.

The strategy behind the remake of “The 
Last House on the Left” is clear. It grinds 
our bones to make its bread. 

The old “Last House” was pure unstable 
trash, a grindhouse item provoking all sorts 
of protests and cuts regarding the content. 
Its most appalling cruelties— urination, 
castration, exposed intestines (portrayed 
by condoms stuffed with peanut butter 
and jelly) and a nihilistic late-Vietnam War 
era tone— were made somehow more 
disturbing by the film’s misjudgments. The 
comic relief and chipper bluegrass musical 
score didn’t just belong to another movie; 
they belonged to another galaxy 

This film, the first in English direct- 
ed by Greece native Dennis Iliadis 
(“Hardcore”), is what it is: a stark story of 
bloodthirstiness quenched, first by the 
obvious antagonists, then by sympathet- 
ic, civilized characters who avenge the 
atrocities that have come before. 

As in the 1972 original, the pursuit of 
marijuana sets the victims on a path to 
hell. Mari (Sara Paxton), teenage daugh- 


ter of John (Tony 
Goldwyn) and Emma 
(Monica Potter), 
leaves her folks at the 
lake home while she 
and her weed-minded 
pal (Martha Mac Isaac) 
go into town and 
get to know a sweet, 
strange young guy (Spencer Treat Clark) 
who has the stuff they’re looking for back 
at a pretty rough-looking motel. When 
his relatives show up at the motel— father 
Krug (Garret Dillahunt) chief among 
them, a recent prison escapee and heart- 
less sociopath— the girls’ lives get much 
worse very quickly 

“The Last House on the Left” hinges 
on humiliation and vengeance, which 
makes it like most other modern horror 
titles. Its focus on sexual assault, however, 
puts it in a different, more primal league. 

Is it pointless? It is, actually Does that 
kill it? No, actually I wouldn’t call it a 
good time, but I would call it an unex- 
pectedly good genre film, excerpted from

A watermelon sandwich? Oh, yeah

Watermelon, meet the knife and fork. 

Yes, you are usually eaten on your own— without silverware or, in many cases, tables and 
chairs— but the truth is that your pink flesh plays surprisingly well with other ingredients. 
During the dog days of summer, your candy-like flavor and refreshing texture are a welcome 
addition to many warm-weather dishes. 

Your color and sweetness remind a lot of folks of tomatoes and, in fact, you marry well with 
tomatoes. Watermelons do a fine job of standing in for tomatoes in this sandwich. To balance 
their sweetness, use peppery wild arugula for the lettuce, and plenty of salt and pepper. 




BLW SANDWICH 

Ingredients 

» 4 slices white bread 
»1 to 2 tablespoons 
mayonnaise 

» Large handful of arugula or 
another peppery green such as 
watercress 

»1 large wedge watermelon, 
sliced about V4-inch thick and 
cut into pieces smaller than the 
bread 

» Salt and pepper 
» 6 to 8 strips bacon, fried crisp 


Directions 

» For each sandwich, toast 
bread and spread mayonnaise 
on one slice. On top of the 
mayonnaise place a layer of 
arugula, then half the slices of 
watermelon. Sprinkle salt and 
pepper on the watermelon. Top 
with strips of bacon and then 
with the other slice of toast 
(on which you can also spread 
mayonnaise). Repeat with 
second sandwich. 

» Press sandwiches together 
and eat with plenty of napkins. 
Makes 2 sandwiches.

‘Functional fitness/ the latest workout trend, is shaping up in cities

DETROIT Karen DeCoster sees the speaker 
boxes at Detroit’s Hart Plaza as an aero- 
bic step jungle, and the entrance in the 
back of Joe Louis Arena as her personal 
StairMaster. 

The benches along the Riverwalk serve 
as push-up and triceps dipping stations. 
The spiral structure at the end of that route 
makes a good plyometric playground. 

Sound funny? It’s a form of functional fit- 
ness that DeCoster swears by 

“People are getting in these ruts, these 
plateaus,” she says. “It’s the same thing over 
and over. They do the same three bicep 
curls. I can do something out here with a 
bench and work my entire upper body And 
I’m having fun. Every time out I find some- 
thing new Like a planter. I can do something 


with a planter.” 

Functional fitness is a growing fad. Its 
premise is that instead of mindlessly using 
machines at the gym, you can get a bet- 
ter workout by doing things humans were 
designed to do— jump, run, lift and move 
heavy things, including yourself. 

DeCoster, a certified public accountant 
who lives in Clinton Township, Mich., used 
to keep fit mainly by cycling. For the past 
four years, she has relied on her lunchtime 
functional workout in downtown Detroit. 

It’s a routine that’s not really a routine 
because DeCoster loathes keeping track 
of repetitions, miles, minutes spent, calo- 
ries burned, or any other outside indicator 
of success. For her, it’s all about using the 
natural environment of an urban center and 
minding a natural burn. 


“I just listen to my body,” says DeCoster, 
who blogs about politics and fitness at 

karendecoster.com. 

DeCoster says she does the workout “one 
to three times a week.” 

She runs along the river, sometimes stop- 
ping to do sprints. She has done hurdles over 
wire barriers. She does push-ups on empty 
benches. And she’ll run as many as five times 
up and down the Joe Louis stairs. 

Whatever she sees, she uses. 

“I was in Tennessee last week, and I had 
an old porch with a wooden pole,” she says. 
“I took my set of bands and instead of using 
a door as an anchor I used the pole, and I 
did chest, back, arms. Then I did runs up the 
hills. You can kind of use anything. You just 
have to look at things and see it for what it 
can be.” 


1-800-Clunkers? 
Florist keeps 
getting car calls

CHICAGO The government is giving cash for 
clunkers. It isn’t sending flowers. 

Still, a florist in central Illinois has been 
fielding hundreds of calls a day from people 
inquiring about the rebate program after 
General Motors began advertising a nation- 
al, toll-free cash-for-clunkers number that’s 
nearly identical to the shop’s toll-free num- 
ber. 

The Flower Corner in Clinton is being 
inundated with more than 150 calls a day, 
overwhelming its staff of six and threatening 
to damage business because regular customers 
in the rural community of just 7,000 can’t get 
through, said owner Judy Van Fossan. 

“It’s a horrible nuisance,” she said. ‘And it’s 
cutting into the productivity of my people 
’cause all they’re doing is answering phones.” 

The calls started about three weeks ago, 
swelling by the day as GM publicized its clunk- 
er-info number. 

Many callers appear startled and confused. 
Some still ask about clunkers even after they’re 
told they’ve reached a flower store. 

“We stop them and they say, ‘Huh? What?’ ” 
said Van Fossan, 57. 

The shop is supposed to pay a fee for each 
toll-free call to the store and Van Fossan said 
she could be hit with a massive phone bill at 
the end of the month, adding to her woes. 

Only the prefixes of the numbers are differ- 
ent; GM’s is 877 and the shop’s is 800. People 
are more familiar with toll-free numbers start- 
ing with 800, so many potential car buyers 
trying to call the GM number mistakenly dial 
800, said Van Fossan. 

A spokesman at GM’s Detroit-based head- 
quarters said he sympathized with Van Fossan. 
But John McDonald said there was little the 
company could do. He said part of the prob- 
lem was a shortage of available 800 numbers, 
forcing companies to use 877 equivalents. 

“What we try to do is make as much public- 
ity as possible to say what the right number is,” 
he said. “I don’t know what else we can do.”
